The Filipinos ap- 
pear to know Ibey cannot rl.k 
auy generxl battle, and therefore 
tbeir system of warefare la more 
barraaeing, for aa oar army ad- 
vances they fall back, tbeir army 
scatter*, to leappear at weak and 
unexpected points. This ie what 
we call in ihia country guerrilla 
warfare. Bat none the less it 
preveota the U. 8. from aaiab- 
liahing a permanent Government 
all over the Islands How loog 
this mode of warfare can be kept 
op remaiua to be seen. It would 
infinitely better for tbe Fllip 
pinna lo surrender and trust to 
tbe msgnamity of the people of the 
United Statee.
